President Cleveland P.xplaias H is Indian 
Policy. 
W ashington, November 24ih.—Ta n re­ 
cent interview with the wife of Ilnmali H. 
Bonnell, of Philadelphia, who for sixteeD 
years has been devoting ber time to the 
advancement of the Indians at (¿uapaw 
Agency, President Cleveland outlined his 
Indian policy as follows : “ It is the wish 
of the Administration that u policy should 
prevail which shall, as rapidly as is safe, 
make the Indians citizens, with homes in 
severalty, but we must not go too fast in 
this. We are perplexed by the fact that 
friends of the Indians do not agree on this 
vital question. I said ty one committee 
who called upon me that if the reserva­ 
tions were opened to settlement the worst, 
and not the best, class of people would rush 
in. One of them replied that was true, yet if 
all the Indians could not survive such a 
state oi things some could, and a remnant 
would he saved.

If I could 
get good agents for all the Indians—men 
of ability, honesty, and an earnest desire to 
do right by the Indians, and advance them 
as rapidly as possible in Christian civiliza­ 
tion, I should have no fear of success. But 
how am I to procure such men? The 
friends of the Indians do not help nie in 
this matter. I wish they would. The pay 
of the Indian Agent is so small that men 
Who are qualified for the place must go 
into the work in a spirit of sacrifice, if they 
do at all.” 
Contracts tor the New TVar-Sliips. 
W a s h in g t o n . November 24th.— About 
three dozen gentlemen assembled in the 
office of the Secretary of the. Navy to-day 
to witness the opening of proposals for the 
construction of three new cruisers and two 
gunboats. The award will not be made 
for some days.

HIS WEAKNESS. 
A Man Whose Mania Kept Him Rosy 
Marrying. 
Kalamazoo (Mich.), November 24th.— 
William Jones Sargent died at the State 
Asylum here yesterday afternoon,where he 
was incarcerated several weeks ago for a 
peculiar mania. He was one of the most 
noted bigamists this country ever saw, but 
was not much heard about until his arrest 
at Jackson, in this State,where lie had mar­ 
ried a young woman for his twenty-sixth 
wife. Sargent was a man of fine address 
and was well educated. His vocation, that 
of commercial traveler, gave him peculiar 
advantages to gratify his remarkable ma­ 
nia. He had been in trouble twice previous 
to bis final arrest, but he managed to clear 
himself. At the time of his last arrest ids 
conduct led to the belief that he was insane, 
and Ire was sent to the asylum. 
After his incarceration the full story 
about him came out. It was learned that 
he had wives and children by the score in 
this anil other States, and that no less than 
eleven unsuspecting girls had married him 
in Canada. During the many years he 
lived with so m-ny wives he never, by 
word, act or in writing, betrayed to one 
wife the fact that he had others, and he 
never was suspected ot infidelity. When 
examined by the physicians it was discov­ 
ered that Sargent when witli one wife was 
oblivious to the existence of the others un­ 
til they were brought to his mind by some 
circumstauce. On all other subjects he 
was sane. The Superintendent of the asy­ 
lum says it was the most remarkable case 
of mania ever known.

The French Chamber of Deputies De­ 
feats the Credits. 
P a r is, November 24th.—In the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day M. ltouviere stated that 
the Budget Committee had accepted the 
proposed reductions in the budget, but he 
strongly blamed the Government for re­ 
jecting them when they were first sug­ 
gested. Prime Minister De Freycinet said 
he regretted to hear M. Rouvieré use lan­ 
guage which was intended to excite the 
Chambers against the Government.

He did not believe that those 
who would vote against the credits aimed 
at the overthrow of the Ministry, but 
thought they simply desired to retrench 
expanses.

Minister of Finance, refused to agree to a 
reduction of 600.000 francs in the credit for 
the Finance Ministry. A division was 
taken, and the reduction was approved by 
a vote of 411 against 99. The result was 
announced amid the most intense excite­ 
ment.

L o n d o n, November 24th.—Previous to 
his departure for America Henry M. .Stan­ 
ley expressed his willingness to undertake 
the command of a non-military expedition 
from East Africa to Uganda and endeavor 
to induce the King oi that country to re­ 
lieve Emin Bey, the German, who, with 
3,000 Egyptians, was, at last accounts, hold­ 
ing Wailylv against that hostile chief.

C ulture of thf. Chestnut.—From time 
to time during the past few years attention 
has been called to the cultivation of the 
chestnut as ofiering a remunerative busi­ 
ness. A. E. Gish, near Ifos Gatos, has an 
orchard of the Italian rhestnut now com­ 
ing into fair bearing. Tic's year he will 
realize nearly $300 per acre. There is no 
fruit tree which requires less attention, nor 
is less subject to the ravages of fruit pests. 
Wherever planted these trees do well, but 
the foothills seem particularly adapted 
to their growth. There are many varie­ 
ties, but tire one most commonly planted 
is the Italian. The American is comddered 
by most people a liner flavored nut, but is 
ranch smaller. There is a Japanese \rari- 
ety which, if it realty possesses the fine 
qualities attributed to it, is unsurpassed, 
both as to size and flavor, 'i he main ob­ 
jection urged against the cbistnut, walnut 
and similar treis, is the great length of 
time before they come into hearing. True, 
they take longer than some varieties of 
fruit trees, bnt then the trees continue to 
improvexaeli year for a much greit er lime 
than ordinary varieties. Like the grape 
and the olive, they last for centuries. A 
great part of our fool hill land is too steep 
for cultivation of ordinary crops, but is well 
adapted to the growth of tire chestnu’, and 
would render handsome returns if set in 
tliis nut-beating tree.—San Jose Times. 
Persimmon Culture.—There are on ex­ 
hibition at the rooms of the L. and I. 
Association in this city, t)\-e A'arieties oi 
Japanese persimmons, raised on the ranch 
of H. Allison near town. Some of the 
kinds will keep until next March—if not 
eaten before. 
They are splendid speci­ 
mens of this luscious fruit, being large, fine 
of texture and possessing rare flavor. The 
Japanese persimmon is raised with much 
success in the Bartlett pear belt of this 
county, and should lie more generally cul­ 
tivated bv onr ranchers than is the case. 
Great profits are derived from raising it in 
Florida, where it is beginning to rank 
alongside the orange as a staple product.—

It is a good thing— 
an extremely good thing—to have the 
thoughts of all the people, even for the 
minor part of one day in the year, turned 
toward the consideration of things for 
which thev should he grateful.

thing to-day for which to give thanks. 
If 
only ill-fortune has shared his lot, still he 
can find in the joys of others cause to re­ 
joice that he is privileged to witness them. 
If the practical of the Thanksgiving din­ 
ner is an unknown quantity with any de­ 
serving mortal to-day, there at least re­ 
main the pleasures of imagination, which 
0|>en to him a kingdom where lie reigns 
supreme, and no limited purse puts bounds 
upon the flight of his fancy. The day 
ought to loosen purse-strings as well as 
open hearts. Sympathy, hacked by coin, 
brings most of the balm of kindness to the 
poor, best relieves distress and lays the 
broadest and most inviting table for the 
unfortuuate. The good one may do to­ 
day is enough to wall about the Thanks­ 
giving tradition with sacred ramparts.

OVERLOADING THE SCHOOLS. 


Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Web •ker declared recently that what he 
said in 1884 about Work Schools, time and 
reflection have strengthened in his mind. 
At that time the Superintendent wrote 
int > his report these passages: 
There Is a belief that the system of public in ­ 
struction is defective, in that' it does not teach a 
use of the ordinary tools of the liandieraits and 
a knowledge of the fundamental principles of 
mechanics. It is certain that nearly the whole 
time of childhood and youth is taken up in the 
schools, and there is not time, even if there 
were opportunity, to learn the use of tools and 
the habit of iabor. 
Most parents are in a great htnrv to get their 
children into the public schools, frequently, it 
is to be feared, to get rid of the trouble of taking 
cu*e of them. Besides, there is a great concen­ 
tration of the people in cities and large towns, 
and children arc thereby deprived o f many of 
the opportunities and advantages of a rural life. 
On a farm there is u necessity for every one un­ 
derstanding and practicing the simpler opera­ 
tions ot the mechanical arts. 
The consequence is that there is a complaint 
th at our young people, upon quitting the public 
schools, are helpless and not fitted in any de­ 
gree whatever lor work. 
’ 
Then comes the demand that they sha’l be 
taught how to work in the public schools. Ev­ 
ery man who has an idea which he thinks to be 
for the general good wants it taught in the pub­ 
lic schools. The system of public instruction 
seems to be regarded as au omnibus which is 
never full, but can always take on one more! 
The truth is that the public schools are now do 
ing their work well, better, in fact, titan might 
l>e expected when we remember how they are 
overloaded. 
The proposition to teach industrial education 
In ail the public schools is clearly impractica­ 
ble. We have a vast corps of instructors fitted, 
fcy long fh o costly training and by experience, 
to serve the public. Most of them—the large 
majority—are ladies, Rnd are in charge of cits 
triet schools, where tiiey rtc a’onc witiiout as­ 
sistance. Tney have all they can do. Does any 
one expect these hard-worked ladies to leach 
carpentry, blacksmith ing, agriculture? 
No; if tills demand Is to be met it must lie by 
special v-hools. which might be culled Work 
Schools, which would have in charge to give 
instruction in work which, however e emeutary 
in kind and limited in extent, would be good 
end sound. 
Very recently the Do; uty .Superintend­ 
ent of Schools in San Francisco filed a re­ 
port in which he referred to the complaint 
th at children come from the schools net 
sufficiently drilled in fundamentals to en- 
a'flc them to engage in very ordinary work 
o : business. 
In common with other-jour- 
nals we referred to the report of that Dep­ 
uty at length, but we remarked that the 
com jlaint was not new, and then proceed­ 
ed to consider this same question of “over- 
loaitng. " 
It is true that the State Super­ 
intendent brought the subject to public at­ 
tention in 1884. 
I t is also true th at no 
movement toward reform resulted. 
But it 
is gratifying to know th at this official, who 
m ust l>e presumed to have closely studied 
the question, is more than ever convinced 
o i the soundness of the views officially pro- 


M r, M a b ie , in an address before the 
Prison Congress at Atlanta, declared the 
press to be an efficient agency for the de­ 
tection of crime. So it is. 
But it is very 
often a hindrance. 
Its accounts of crime 
do lead to the capture of criminals, and 
put officials, very often, upon the right 
track. At the same time, not infrequently, 
by its haste it defeats the ends of justice, 
misleads the officers and warns the crimi­ 
nal in time to escape. 
These faults are 
chargeable largely to the public that de­ 
mands highly-seasoned accounts, imme­ 
diate news and the latest, and rates a paper 
as unprogressive and listless that does not 
give what it craves. 
Moreover, as an 
Eastern contemporary well remarks, re­ 
porters are put upon their mettle to fix 
crime somewhere, and this very often leads 
them into hasty speculations that in 
calmer moods they would discard. Out of 
tit is fact grows the disagreement between 
accounts in journals, contemporaneously 
appearing, of crimes committed within 
their local jurisdiction. 
Unripe reporters 
are prone to adopt theories and proceed 
upon them, much as junior detectives do; 
but the older hands abandon that practice, 
and give cooler and more impartial ac­ 
counts, and tints more conserve the ends of 
justice.

C i n c i n n a t i, November 24th.—The Com­ 
mercial- Qazeite's W ashington correspondent 
telegraphs as follows : Another conspirator 
has broken loose in Mexico against Secre­ 
tary Bayard.

The M inister feels 
his position keenly. 
His estimable wife 
and daughter arrived, and the news was 
told them by the Judge himself. Giruard, 
the person’ at whose fable the banquet 
occurred, is the same person who intro­ 
duced Envoy Sedgwick to the members of 
the famous Jockey Club. It is thought on 
all sides that the unfortunate event will in 
in all probability lead to the early resigna­ 
tion of Minister Manning.

E d s. R e c o r d - U k i o n : In describing the 
village of Paradise, in nty former letter, 1 
spoke of the Good Tem plars’ H all, a two- 
story building, where two lodges meet 
every Sunday. Since writing that there 
has been a series of religious meetings held 
at the hall, conducted by Mr. Barbour, of 
Lincoln, assisted by local ministers, which 
seent to have aroused the religious senti­ 
m ent in m any who had hitherto been 
members of the church in other lands, 
and also in a good many of the young peo­ 
ple; so m uch so that there is earnest talk 
of building a church here, or furnishing 
the lower story of the hall for public wor­ 
ship. 
Mr. and Mrs. Barbour spent about 
two weeks here, and made m any friends. 
The new organization contemplates giving 
Mr. Barbour a call to preside as shepherd 
over the flock thus gathered together. 
Dr. Mack, a physician and surgeon, has 
lately located here; so you see that we 
have all the appliances for the spiritual 
and physical welfare of this community.

society. It proves to the man who is will­ 
ing to use his head and bis hands, that he 
cm make a living here, enjoy some of the 
refinements and also contribute something 
to the general good. 
The plateuu upon which Paradise is 
located is sumewhat fan-shaped, being wide 
on its sonthern border and narrow on the 
north, where it term inates at the foot of 
Magalia hill. 
Here the two stream s—the 
west branch of Feather river and Butte 
creek, that bound this country on the east 
and on the west—approach each other. At 
the foot of this hill, along the upper border 
of Paradise, are several large ditches which 
were constructed to convey water front 
these large stream s to Cherokee, Oroville, 
Morris’ Ravine, and other m ining locali­ 
ties; and some of them still convey water 
to those places. W henever, by additional 
clearing and cultivation, it becomes neces­ 
sary to nse m ore water for irrigation than 
is now afforded by the local streams, these 
large ditches, flowing across the upper 
border of the plateau, will afford an abun­ 
dance of water, sufficient to warrant the 
planting of orchards, vineyards, clover 
fields, etc. 
It is said that trees and vines 
may be successfully cultivated here w ith­ 
out irrigation, but with a little water they 
will do m uch better, and in fact it is 
already demonstrated that they grow to the 
very utm ost success.

WO BSE THAN A SAVAGE. 


T h e Story 
L an d lo rd ’s 
o f an 
E nglish 
H eartlessnesg. 
[By telegraph to the Record-L'nion.] 
New Y o rk , November 24th.—T. P. Gill 
cables to the Tribune from D ublin: One 
case which crystallizes the whole meaning 
of Irish landlordism —a story which deserves 
to become as famous in its way, if one may 
say it without irreverence, as that of Ahab 
and Naboth’s vineyard—was brought to 
light yesterday at a Coroner's inquest at 
Tullamore. 
David Sherleck, a well-known 
Dublin barrister, is landlord of property in 
Kings county, which he lately inherited 
from his uncle. Five years ago this uncle 
evicted two women, Margaret and Annie 
Byrne, m other and daughter, aged 85 and 
45 respectively, from a wretched little hold­ 
ing for which’ £4 a year was racked out. 
After eviction they were readm itted to their 
cabin as care-takers, the wages being a 
penny a week. The cabin had been “ crow- 
barred,” but the women patched up the 
roof as well as they could. They were not 
allowed to farm their scrap of land, which 
lay idle, or cut turf fro m 'th eir bog. But 
with the aid of the little haggard in front 
of the cabin they managed to raise some 
fowls and produce. These,with the charity 
of their priest, enabled them to keep alive. 
Toward the end of September Sherleck 
was sliqntine over his property, and his 
eye was niught by a nurn ber of geese and 
turkeys in the haggard of the old woman. 
H e made the widow a proposition, which 
was that he would reinstate her in the 
holding if she would give him nineteen 
turkeys in satisfaction for the years’ rent 
owed when she had been evicled five 3’ears 
before. The poor old creature didn't know 
that Sherleck’s proposal was atrocious and 
illegal. She did not understand that since 
the rent was owing an Arrears Act had 
been passed, which should have wiped off 
her liability. She^only thought she was 
about to get leave once m ore to till her 
little farm, and was overjoyed. 
Sherleck sent his steward for the turkeys, 
and in a few days sent him back with word 
that two geese would also be necessary to 
make up the full am ount of the rent. She 
was then made to sign an agreement that 
the fowls were to go in satisfaction of one 
year’s rent of the two due at the tim e of 
the eviction. She was also to m ake herself 
liable for the rent for the five years during 
which she had acted as caretaker, although 
she was not allowed to use the farm (lur­ 
ing those years at all, and she was to for­ 
feit all claims to the penny a week care­ 
taker’s wages, none of which she had ever 
been paid. On these terms she was es­ 
tablished in the position of tenant once 
again. 
Weeks passed and the two old women 
had nothing to live upon. They pawned 
their bedclothes, and covered themselves 
with a strip of cotton as they lay at night 
in their cabin, through the dism antled roof 
of which the rain poured in. They pawned 
their gowns, and the doctor deposed at the 
inquest that neither of them wore clothes 
enough to keep their bodies warm. Ten 
days ago the daughter died. There was 
no fuel in the cabin, for they were forbid­ 
den to touch the turf, and the m other 
walked a mile across the bog to borrow 
some from a neighbor. She was too weak 
to carry it back and the neighbor helped 
her. 
The Coroner, having his suspicions, de­ 
termined to hold an inquest into the cir­ 
cumstances of the daughter's death. The 
inquest was postponed in order to obtain 
medical evidence, and during the post­ 
ponement the m other died. 
Yesterday the 
jury returned the following verdict: ‘‘That 
the deceased died of heart disease, accelera­ 
ted by poverty and want, caused by being 
deprived of the value of nineteen turkeys 
and two geese, their sole means of support.”

In conformity with customs of other 
States and Territories, and in order that 
the people of California may make general 
and public acknowledgment of their grat­ 
itude to the Supreire Ruler of the Uni­ 
verse for His kind and fostering care dur-. 
ing the past year, and for the boundless 
blessings which we now enjoy, it is recom­ 
mended that J liursday, the 29th day of 
November next, be set apart as a day of 
Thanksgiving and Prayer. 
Given at Monterey, California, this 24th 
day of October, A. D. 1849. 
(Signed) 
B. R iley, 
B’v’t Brig. General U. S. A., and Gov­ 
ernor of California. 
By the Governor, 
B. W . H a l l e c k , 
B'v’t Captain and Secretary of State.

CITY BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Superintendent Suspends a Teacher, 
and the Board R einstates H im . 
Yesterday M. R. Beard, City Superin­ 
tendent, suspended Professor Anderson 
Principal of the High School, on the ground 
of “ unprofessional conduct and insubor­ 
dination.’’ 
When the suspension was 
spoken of on the street yesterday, the Su­ 
perintendent stated that Mr. Anderson 
allowed a teacher to absent himself from 
the city, and appointed in his place one 
who has no authority from the Board of 
Education to teach in the city, and in the 
face of the fact that the Superintendent had 
told him he should not. 
A special meeting of the Board of Edu­ 
cation was held last evening to consider 
the matter. Mr. Anderson was present, as 
was also a R e c o r d-U n io n reporter. The 
latter was forced to retire by the Board 
going into executive session. The reporter 
retired, but later in the evening called at 
the office and obtained from the official 
records the following facts concerning the 
m eeting: 
Director Davis, the public record shows, 
presided. He asked wbat was before the 
meeting, when City Superintendent Beard 
arose and read the following: 
“ To the Board of Education, Sacramento, 
Col.—Gentlemen : On Thursday, October 
28th, W. W. Anderson, Principal of the 
High School, made application for one 
day’s leave ot absence for his assistant, Mr. 
Pond, saying that he would put his daugh­ 
ter in the place. I told him that Mr. Pond 
could go, but that I would have to put one 
of the substitutes in bis place. He then 
said that none of tbe substitutes were com­ 
petent to teach in the High School, and 
that he would not let Mr. Pond go. Yester­ 
day I learned that he did let Mr. Pond go, 
and that he put his daughter in his place. 
Rule 45 of the school laws is as follows : 
Teachers unable to attend their schools 
must report such inability to the Superin­ 
tendent one hour before the time ’of open­ 
ing school.’ 
“ Mr. Pond did no* so report, but says 
that Mr. Anderson told him to report to 
Mr Slater. For this willful violation of the 
laws governing the public schools, and 
such unprofessional conduct, 1 suspended 
Mr. Anderson, after he admitted that he 
had done wrong. 
■■ When I called upon him to notify him 
of bis suspension, he said he cared nothin;» 
for his suspension, and that he 1 would 
have the Board reinstate him, so that he 
would not lose any of bis pay.’ 
“ If Mr. Anderson has the right to put 
his daughter, who is neither a teacher nor 
a substitute, in charge of a class, any other 
teacher has tbe same right, and if this was 
allowed, it would be highly detrimental to 
our schools. I deemed it my duty to act 
as I have, that the integrity of the schools 
may be sustained. Very respectfully, 
“ M. R. B eard, Superintendent.” 
Director Todd introduced the following 
resolution, which was seconded by Director 
Slater: 
Reeolvcd, That the suspension to-day of W. W. 
Anderson. Principal of the High School, by M. 
R. Beard, Superintendent of Schools, was hasty, 
ill advised and utterly uncalled for, inasmuch 
as Mr. Anderson, in doing that for which he was 
suspended, acted in accordance with instruc­ 
tions given him by members of this Board. 
After the resolution was read, an oppor­ 
tunity was afforded Mr. Beard to withdraw 
his suspension. This he would not, and so 
the resolution was unanimously adopted. 


Going to A lam eda. 
The Altas leave this morning for Ala­ 
meda, where they will this afternoon play 
off their drawn game with the Greenhood 
& Morans. There is considerable specula­ 
tion as to who the umpire will be, some 
Blinking that Finn, of the Pioneers, will 
perform the duty, while others report that 
another man has been selected. 
Up to 10 or 11 o’clock last night it was 
uncertain whether the Altas would go 
down. When President Mone a week or 
so ago decided that the game should be 
played at Alameda to-day, he directed that 
the nines be composed of the same men 
that played in the disputed games in this 
city and Stockton. It was so published in 
the San Francisco papers, as well as those 
of Sacramento, was generally understood, 
and considered proper. The Altas were 
astonished yesterday to learn that the 
Greenhood A Morans intended to have 
Denny and Cahill play with them in the 
game. 
Manager Stafford, of the Altas, 
promptly decided not to play if such a 
scheme was to be carried out. The Green- 
hoods on Saturday night refused to go to 
Stockton to play unless the Sacramento 
club would agree to Van Court being 
umpire ; and, as the Altas had chartered a 
train, sold tickets and made other arrange­ 
ments, they had to submit. On this occa­ 
sion they did not propose to be bluffed out 
of their rights, and word was telephoned to 
Oakland of their determination. Manager 
Robinson, of the Greenhood A Morans, re­ 
sponded dictatorially that President Mone 
had not said anything about the same nine3 
playing that played in Sacramento and 
Stockton, he (Robinson) had secured Denny 
and Cahill as good drawing cards, and if 
the Altas conld not live up to the League 
rules they had better find some other 
League and place to play. Tbe manager of 
the Altas smiled when, oil President Mone 
being interviewed through the telephone, 
he stated that he had directed the game to 
be played just as the Altas bad understood 
him. The club will therefore go down, 
and, if the “ Pets ” make any dispute, leave 
the whole matter for President Mone to 
decide according to tbe League rules. 


Large Shipm ent o f Salm on. 
When the steamer Modoc went down to 
San Francisco on Monday she took on 
board at Benicia, from Hume’s cannery, 
4.000 eases of canned salmon, en route to 
Liverpool, and on Tuesday transferred 
them to the ship Warsdale, lying in the 
Bay. The transfer was not completed until 
1 p. si., and consequently the Modoc did 
not get her up freight on board until 4 
p. m., and. having to make her way against 
a strong tide, and to handle much freight at 
way ports, she did not reach this city until 
8 o'clock yesterday morning. It was late 
in the afternoon before she got away on 
her return trip. Referring to the salmon, it 
may be noted that each case contained two 
dozen cans, presumably of one pound each. 
It is estimated that, while the salmon 
caught in the Sacramento river and the 
bays below weigh sometimes between fifty 
and sixty ponnds, the average weight of 
the catch is about fifteen pounds. Striking 
off five pounds as tbe weight lost in dress­ 
ing, each fish may be considered as fur­ 
nishing tbe contents of ten cans, and con­ 
sequently it required fully 9,600 salmon to 
form the shipment of 90,000 cans placed on 
the Warsdale last Tuesday. 


How T h e y W e n t F is h in g .—Fish having 
disappeared mysteriously at night from the 
fishermen’s ears at Fisherman’s Lake, the 
parties in charge stood guard with sbot- 
gnus Tuesday night, and were rewarded by 
capturing two men, who put in an appear­ 
ance with sacks and a large wheelbarrow, 
something resembling a railroad baggage 
truck, upon which they proposed to remove 
the sacks, when they were filled, from the 
lake to the river or wagon road. The men 
begged off, but their wheelbarrow was con­ 
fiscated. 
Mail Service R e-established on the 
River.—A dispatch received from Wash­ 
ington last evening conveyed the intelli­ 
gence that steamboat mail service has been 
re-established on the route between San 
Francisco, by Collinsville, Rio Vista, Isle- 
ton, Walnut Grove, Courtland and Clarks­ 
burg. to Sacramento. 171 miles, and back, 
six times per week, from January 1st, 1887, 
to June 30,18S7.

Official R eturns. 
The Secretary of State has now received 
the official returns for the recent State elec­ 
tion of all the counties except Humboldt, 
Kern, Los Angeles, San Diego, San Fran­ 
cisco, Santa Clara and Trinity. The law 
concerning the canvass of the returns for 
State officers, other than Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor, is as follows : [Sec­ 
tion 1290, Political Code.] 
“ On the fortieth day after the day of 
election, or so soon as the returns have 
been received from all the counties of the 
State, if received within that time, the Sec­ 
retary of State must compare and estimate 
the vote, and make out and file in his office 
a statement thereof, and transmit a copy of 
such statement to the Governor.” 
The canvass of returns for Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor is provided for by the 
Constitution and Section 1296 of the Politi­ 
cal Code, as follows—the returns being sent 
by the Clerks of the several counties direct 
to the Speaker of the Assembly : 
“ The returns of election for Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor must, during the 
first week of the session [of tbe Legisla­ 
ture], be opened, canvassed, and the result 
declared by the Speaker of the Assembly, 
in the presence of both Houses.” 
The conclusion of the offizial canvass in 
San Francisco shows that Ira G. Hoitt, con­ 
cerning whose election as Superintendent 
of Public Instruction some doubt lias ex­ 
isted, has a majority in the State of 191. 
The Examiner yesterday conceded Mr. 
Hoitt's election by a majority of 51. 
A 
correction made in its table concerning one 
county increased these figures to 151, and 
in answer to a dispatch sent by the Record- 
U nion to the Clerk of Napa county, it was 
ascertained that Moulder's vote in that 
county was 1.336 instead of 1,376, as before 
reported. 
This adds 40 more in favor of 
Hoitt, making his official majority 191, as 
above stated.

W e brought the sleek, gentle­ 
m anly buckw heat lover, w ith th e Yankee- 
doodle pants, to his knees, and com pelled 
h im to wear th e bark off, in vain appeals to 
th e hard hearted sour-dock ladies. 
A nd 
occasionally we m ade th e oak-tw ig m u r­ 
derer kill a hero and yank him intO ^ffeep 
hole, w here we w ept over him till his grave 
was a briny sea and th e last spark of 
his life h ad gone up the spout. 
Once we 
found a tw ig o f such surpassing beauty 
we could not malee a com m on hero of it.
